voters will answer the State 
rather than the national appeal. 
Is a Pendulum State. 

Certainly the Democrats are more 
optimistic and the Republicans 
more doubtful than in many of the 
other States where there is mutual 
acknowledgement that the fight is 
hard and the race is close. 

Kentucky is a border State in 
more ways than one. The balance 
of power has for years swung from 
one major party to another. The 
margin of victory in a State-wide 
election is never great. President 
Coolidge in 1924 carried Kentucky 
by a matter of only 20,000 votes, 
and there is precedent for the po- 
litical pendulum swinging as far in 
the other direction within the space 
of two years. 

In this rather tight fit between 
the two parties there are only three 
centers of Republican strength. The 
Fifth district, which includes the 
city of Louisville, is Republican by 
almost 10,000, and the Tenth and 
Eleventh districts, both in the 
mountain country of East Kentucky, 
are overwhelmingly Republican at 
all times. 

Senator Ernst, to carry the State, 
must.get out the vote in the moun- 
tains and in the city of Louisville. 
In the.Cumberland mountains he 
confronts two problems, nature and

WHEN AUTO OVERTURNS 


Miss Emma Keefer Crushed 
as Sedan Rolls Over Her 
Near Baltimore. 


MOTHER AND SISTER HURT 


Miss Emma Keefer, 50 years old, 
224 G street northwest, died from 
injuries received in an automobile 
accident at West Friendship, Md., 
yesterday, while en route from Bal- 
timore here. 

Miss Keefer was riding in a large 
sedan with her 81-year-old mother, 
and her sister, Miss Bessie M. Keef- 
er, also of the G street address, who 
was driving the car. 

On reaching a steep hill near 
West Friendship Miss Bessie Keefer 
threw on the brakes, presumably 
from surprise from suddenly reach- 
ing the steep hill, the topography 
being such that it would not be ex- 
pected.

Miss Keefer, who was sitting beside 
her sister, was thrown clear of the 
automobile, which rolled over her, 
crushing her skull.

NEW FINANCING SHRINKS 


New York, Oct. 17 (By the As- 
sociated Press)—In contrast to 
the pronounced reactionary tone of 
the stock market, bond prices mov- 
ed slowly ahead last week on a 
much broader volume of trading. 


Despite the continuance of relative- 
ly high money rates, there was no 
recurrence of the ‘credit scares’’ 
which have become more or less 
familiar this fall and considerable 
comfort was derived from the fail- 
ure of the Federal reserve authori- 
ties to alter the rediscount rate. 

The most important factor in the 
improvement of bend prices was a 
resumption of institutional buying. 
Uncertainties of the money market 
had largely eliminated this type of 
support since Labor day, but with 
the return of more attractive price 
levels large purchases for banks 
and other institutions were again 
carried out. 

A possible contributing factor to 
the. rise was the lack of competition 
from new financing. After several 
weeks of intensive activity in this 
field, bond offerings fell to near 
the smallest volume of the year, 
totaling about 20,000,000 com- 
pared with more than $100,000,000 
in the preceding week. This was 
partly due to the holiday interrup- 
tion.

Providence, R. I., Oct. 17. (By A. 
P.).—United States Senator Peter 
O. Gerry of Rhode Island, chair. 
man of the Democratic senatorial 
committee, today declared a Dem. 
ocratic majority in the Senate 
would mean a return to party gov- 
ernment and the doing away with 
the bloc system which now exists. 

Our American government was 
founded on a two-party system, he 
continued, the majority to lay down 
its policies and to be responsible 
for them; the minority to criticize 
and to bring before the public the 
weakness of the majority’s prog- 
ram. 

Under this system the public 
could determine which program it 
favored, and at the election, change 
the government if saw fit, with the 
knowledge of what that change 
would mean in legislation. With 
the bloc system, consisting of three 
or more groups, there is no respon. 
sibility and no sureness of any pol- 
icy being carried out. 

“Legislative results and not talk 
s what should be aimed at,’’ he 
said. “and this can be done only 
by putting control of our govern- 
ment into the hands of a united 
party, and the Democratic party is 
the united party. 


Sees Divided Congress. 


“Consider for a moment what 
will happen if the control gf Con- 
gress should be put in the hands 
of the divided Republican party. 
It virtually would be impossible 
for the people to make their de- 
sires on legislation prevail, because 
some committees would be con- 
trolled by the standpat Republi- 
cans and others by the so-called 
progressive Republicans. 

“These two factions would have 
to make a series of bargains, and 
the natural result would be that the 
business of Congress would be con- 
ducted, not in accordance with the 
principles of legislative efficiency, 
but of the worst kind of partisan 
expediency. Congress would be- 
come as helpless as any of those 
European legislatures that are be- 
devilled by the existence of many 
blocs. 

‘The founding fathers never con- 
templated such a state chaos as now 
exists in the Republican party. 
They believed the development of 
our political history would come 
through the clash between a party 
of progress and a party of conserva- 
tism. The party of progress which 
they foresaw exists in the Demo- 
cratic party of today, but where is 
the party of conservatism? 


Democrats Prove Capability. 


“The Republicans claim title, but 
no one knows whether if returned 
to power their policies would be 
determined by Senator Curtis, of 
Kansas, who regards President 
Coolidge as an ideal leader, or by 
Senator Brookhart, of Iowa, who 
does not. 

“If returned to power, the Re- 
publicans can not possibly organize 
the Congress in a way to carry out 
the ideals of efficient American 
government. The Republicans, for 
instance, promise early tax reduc- 
tion. But, Republican leaders can 
not make good on their promises be- 
cause they will not have a united 
congressional delegation behind 
them. 

“The Democratic party, on the 
other hand, fully is warranted in 
promising the passage of a bill for 
tax reduction should it control Con- 
gress. Our party has proved it is 
capable of organized effective action 
on important issues and can be re- 
lied on to put through constructive 
measures as it did under Woodrow 
Wilson.”’

GOVERNMENT LOTTERIES. 


Schemes for raising money by lottery, so 


universally popular until about 1850, are being 
revived by the soviet in Russia. Tickets are 


being placed on sale this month to float a $15.,- 
000,000 all-union five-year loan, the re- 
demption of which will cost over $20,000,000. 
A lottery for the benefit of the chemical and 
aviation warfare funds will be started about 
the 1st of December, and it is hoped to mar- 
ket: 2,000,000 tickets at 25 cents each. The 
major prizes will be two 60-day world tours, 
including an airplane flight from New York to 
Chicago and San Francisco. A third lottery for 
the benefit of homeless children will place on 
sale another million tickets at 25 cents each, 
the first prize being a 10-pound solid gold clock 
with diamond-studded hands and figures. 

The history of the lottery goes back to the 
Roman emperors, at whose banquets they were 
utilized as forms of amusement. Nero excited 
his people by giving as a prize a house or a 
siave. Heliogabalus introduced them to his 
people. The custom spread and in the Italian 
républics of the sixteenth century lotteries 
were used to encourage the sale of merchan- 
dise. Venice established a monopoly about 
this time, and drew considerable revenue for 
the state. In France the first permission for a 
lottery was given by Francis I, and in 1656 
a lottery) was opened for the building of a 
bridge between the Louvre and the Faubourg 
St. Germain. Gradually the scheme assumed 
an important place in government finance. 
Finally, in 1776, the Loterie Royale -was 
formed by decree and all private lotteries 
were suppressed. Under this state institution, 
five-twenty-fourths of the proceeds were re- 
tained by the state, and nineteen-twenty- 
fourths were returned to the public in the 
The Loterie Royale was sup- 
pressed in 1836, and since 1844 lotteries have 
been permitted in France only for the as- 
sistance ef charity and the fine arts.

Before 1820 over 70 acts were passed by Con- 
gress authorizing the raising of money by this 
system for various public purposes, about 85 
per cent of the revenues being returned in 
prizes. Since then, however, lotteries have 
been prohibited. 


GOV. LOWDEN’S SOUND ADVICE. 


Lowden of Illinois, has done 
the farmers a great service by his statement 
on the relation of the tariff to the farm prob- 


lem. He stands at the head of ‘the agricultural 
relief movement. He has more influence with 
the Western farmers than any other man. It 
is most timely, therefore, that he should ad- 
dress the farmers on the tariff question, and 
dissuade them from making the blunder of 
following the advice of politicians who seek 
only their own advantage while pretending to 
be champions of the farmers. 

Gov. Lowden warns the farmers that their 
relief can not come through tariff reduction, 
but through legislation which will enable co- 
operatives to distribute the cost of handling 
the surplus among all the producers of the 
commodity. He says: * 

The farmer needs a protective tariff as 
he never needed it before. What he 
should have is a better method of market- 
ing his products, by which the tariff 
shall be made more effective. I am more 
and more persuaded that the occasional 
surplus, which is inevitable with any farm 
product, must be handled through a cen- 
tral organization of producers if that sur- 
plus is to be prevented from unduly de- 
pressing the market. . It is con- 
ceivable that a Democratic tariff would 
reduce the general price level, but it 
would leave the great burden of interest 
and taxes untouched. The true policy 
is not to debase industry, but to raise 
agriculture to the level of industry. That 
policy can not be maintained without a 
protective tariff. 

The American farmer sells four-fifths of 
his products to Americans. They are well 
paid and therefore they are heavy consumers 
of foodstuffs. Ill-advised and demagogic ad- 
visers of the farmers have urged that the pro- 
tective tariff, which protects all American in- 
dustry, including the agricultural industry, 
should be struck down because agriculture 
“does not get its share.’””’ Gov. Lowden shows 
clearly that the true policy is not to destroy 
the farmer’s best market, but to conserve this 
market while enabling the farmer to organize 
to control the marketing of his surplus. 

Consumers do not object to organization by 
the farmers. Every enlightened American 
hopes the farmers will organize and take con- 
trol of marketing farm products. The spread 
between the farm price and the retail price is 
entirely too large. The farmer should get 
more for what he produces, and the consumer 
should buy farm products cheaper. These two 
ends can be reached by thorough organization 
on the part of the farmers.

The protective tariff is 
a long step toward the solution of the farm 
problem. Now let the other step—organiza- 
tion—be taken, so that the farmer may get 
the full benefit of the American market. Every 
pound of his products, surplus included, can 
be sold profitably, in the United States when 
he has once taken charge of the job of market- 
ing his output. 


YES AND NO. 


A professor of the University of Nebraska 
recently expounded the thought that the word 
“ves” is losing its hold on the speech of 
Americans. So many substitutes for it have 
come into our language that the good old 
Anglo-Saxon affirmative has largely fallen into 
disuse. This tendency has been noted and 
commented upon by foreigners generally, and 
especially by teachers of English and litera- 
ture. Of course, it is still used in written dis- 
course, but none can doubt it is rapidly dis- 
appearing. from oral speech. Not counting» 
slang phrases and other substitutes intended 
to take the place of ‘“‘yes,’’ this professor finds 
there are no less than 37 ways of signifying 
the affirmative, all of them mutilated forms 
of the word, and purely colloquial. Still, they 
are employed by many educated persons who 
geem never to use ‘‘yes” in its standard form. 

After all, it matters little how much “yes” 
is distorted and twisted. In these modern 
days, when so many temptations beset the 
youth of the country—and likewise those of 
more mature years—it is comforting to know 
that the negative ‘‘no’’ may still be uttered 
with a positive-emphasis. In the general run 
of things on this earth it is vastly more im- 
portant for one’s peace and happiness to be 
able to say ‘‘no”’ at the right time and in the 
right place than to say ‘‘yes.’’ Almost the 
shortest word in the English language, it is 
potent for good for him who uses it rightly 
and promptly; pregnant with evil for him who 
is sluggish in speech. ‘‘No” still stands out in 
all the clearness of its clean-cut English, and 
so long as it remains in constant use there will 
be hope for humanity and for country. 


GUARDING THE MAILS. . 


A conference between the President and 
Postmaster General New has resulted in a de- 
cision to employ military forces, if necessary, 
to protect the lives of mail employes and. to 
guard treasure consigned to their care. The 
head of the postal department also has issued 
an appeal to officials and executives of indus- 
trial organizations to substitute payment by 
check for the present system of sending money 
through the mails.

That power is now 
to be exercised. As a preliminary Postmaster 
General New has informed the budget bureau 
that increased appropriations will be asked for 
equipment with that end in view. So long as 
large sums of money are transported through 
the streets of cities, with an insufficient guard, 
just so long will it tempt the cupidity and 
greed of organized gangs who think nothing 
of committing murder to obtain possession of 
the treasure. An adequate armed force, with 
orders to shoot to kill, is the only thing that 
will intimidate and suppress mail bandits. 
Much will be accomplished toward prevent- 
ing robbery and theft if business men will pay 
off workmen by check. As Mr. New observes, 
it does not require any particular brilliancy 
on the part of a gang of thieves to ascertain 
when pay rolls are withdrawn from a bank. 
Arrangements for the attack are then easily 
made, and lives are foolishly placed in danger 
by executives who have at hand the means of 
preventing loss of life and of money.

Against overwhelming 
odds he fought for his country. When Em- 
peror Paul of Russia gave him his liberty after 
two years’ imprisonment at St. Petersburg Kos- 
ciusko refused a proffered sword. “I have no 
need of a sword; I have no country to defend,” 
said Kosciusko. 

The memory of Kosciusko’s services to the 
United States is to be kept fresh by the Kosci- 
usko Foundation, under whose auspices Polish 
students are admitted to American universities 


and American students sent to Polish universi- | 
the close fraternal relationship | 


ties. Today 
between the two republics is a matter of rejoic- 
ing in both lands. Kosciusko’s dream of a 
free Poland has come true, and Americans hope 
and believe it will remain forever free. 


“THE LAST OF THE SQUIRES.” 


The recently published memoir of the late 
Lord Chaplin, prepared by his daughter, the 
Marchioness of Londonderry, with the aid of 
several hands, serves to recall to the mind of 
the present generation one of the most typical 
and striking of the great Victorians. Henry 
Chaplin, as he was known for the greater part 
of his long career, had a personality that would 
command attention in any assemblage. Tall, 
fair, handsome, and always immaculately at- 
tired, he was easily the most observed figure 
in the house of commons, which he graced with 
his presence for many years before his eleva- 
tion to the peerage. A man of varied interests 
and pursuits, he will survive longest in popu- 
lar memory as the owner of Hermit, winner, 
away back:-in 1867, of the most sensational 
Epsom Derby on record. The tragic circum- 
stances that preceded and followed that vic- 
tory have, in the course of time, received sun- 
dry embroideries, but the simple facts were in 
themselves so dramatic that they at once cap- 
tivated the imagination of the public, and 
there are still living in England many men 
and some women who date the sequence of 
events by referring to ‘‘Hermit’s year.’’ The 


‘Success of Hermit at the stud was even more 


noteworthy than his career on the turf, and 
accordingly with the racing and breeding of 
thoroughbred horses the name of Henry Chap- 
lin is inextricably intertwined. 

But such occupations were far from occu- 
pying the whole of his thoughts and time. He 
Was, perhaps, primarily a politician. He be- 
longed to the old conservative school, and he 


took the landed interest and the problems of’ 


agriculture under his special protection, and, 
in consequence, he was always opposed to free 
trade and in favor of tariffs which would give 
the British farmer a fair chance. He was 
convincing in his arguments on this subject, 
and at one time he brought the erstwhile ‘lib- 
eral and champion of free trade, Joseph Cham- 
berlain, around to his way of thinking. 

At 27, Chaplin, in his maiden speech in the 
house of commons on the Irish Church bill, 
showed such a grasp of the subject and so 
much ability and force in the presentation of 
his views that the veteran Gladstone, author 
of the measure, did him the honor of rising at 
once to reply to his criticisms, and took occa- 
sion at the same time to compliment the young 
Tory who was opposing him, and Disraeli 
stretched across the bench to grasp the hand 
of his promising supporter.. In later years, 
Chaplin, who never abandoned the political 
faith which he had in the beginning embraced, 
was the sole representative of the old school 
of stately oratory, and from him younger men 
learned what was the nature of a debate in the 
house of commons 50 years ago. His urbanity 
was remarkable, and he was able to write in 
1922: “Im a long, very long parliamentary 
career, and often fighting hard, it has been my 
good fortune never to quarrel with an oppo- 
nent.” 

Chaplin was known as “the last of the

try gentleman who played a great role in 
politics, in sport, and in social life, he emi- 
nently deserved the appellation.

MAN'S BODY, WITH BULLET 
IN HEAD, FOUND IN CANAL 


Police Suspect Murder Due to} 


Position of Wound; Taken 
to Morgue. 


NO. IDENTIFICATION MADE 


The body of an unidentified col- 
ored man, approximately 30 years 
old, who is believed to have been 
murdered, was found yesterday 
floating in the Chesapeake & Ohio 
canal, near Chain bridge, within 
the District line. Extending from 
his forehead to the back, was a bul- 
let hole, evidently of .32 caliber. 

John H. Thompson, 338 B street 
southwest, who was fishing, discov- 
ered the body, when part of the 
dead man’s clothing became en- 
tangled in his line. He summoned 
police of the Fourteenth precinct 
and the body was taken to the 
morgue. J. Ramsay Nevitt, coroner, 
viewed the body there and discov- 
ered the bullet hole. 

Dr. Joseph Rogers, deputy cor- 
oner, performed an autopsy last 
night, which revealed that the man 
had been dead about four days and 
that death was caused by the bul- 
let. Detectives John Fowler and 
John Flaherty, of headquarters, are 
investigating the case. Police ex- 
press the opinion that the man was 
murdered because of the position of 
the wound in his forehead, between 
the eyes. 

There were no marks on the body 
to aid police in establishing his 
identity. He was well dressed, about 
5 feet 11 inches tall, weighed about 
200 pounds and was of light com- 
plexion.

While milk about the best 
single food we have, it is far from 
being a perfect food. One of its 
shortcomings is its poverty in iron. 
Before a child is born it draws on 
its mother for an extra supply of 
severaf substances. The surplus 
is stored in the savings bank. At 
birth the baby is red and rosy. As 
time goes on he gradually bleaches 
out, partly because he gradually 
draws iron out of his savings bank. 
By the second summer he is likely 
to be pale and flabby. He has used 
up his stored iron, and his diet, 
composed principally of milk, Mas 
been poor in iron. 

So {~ as iron deficiency is con- 
cerng , cow’s milk, goat’s milk and 
mother’s milk are all on the same 
basis. All of them cause anemia 
when too much of the fluid has 
been fed for too long a time. 

The second-year baby needs eggs, 
meat, vegetables, cereals, bread and 
soups to supply the needed iron. 
Again, milk is poor in antiscorbu- 
vitamines. Babies that get too 
much of it and too little fruits and 
vegetables are pale, have pains in 
the J ints, sweat easily and bleed.

reals, eggs potatoes and meat, they 
are potbellied as well as white and 
flabby. 

There are many conditions in 
younger babies, as well as in older 
ones, where milk powders, evapo- 
rated milks, milk curds and fresh 
cottage cheese are better than ordi- 
nary liquid milk, regardless of its 
quality. There are those who say 
that when the teeth are slow in 
coming through the milk diet 
Should be changed in some way. 
Some claim that children who have 
delayed dentition should be given 
less milk and more bread and ce- 
real. - 

However, there are specialists 
who disagree. They say such chil- 
dreen need a little thyroid to touch 
up their developing processes. For 
this purpose they give one-twentieth 
to one-tenth of a grain of thyroid 
extract daily and do not always 
change the diet.

Women Earn Less 


Women generally seek 
ment only as a temporary 
ent to fill in the time between 
school and matrimony, which still 
is the real career of women, Dr. 
Magnus W. Alexander, president of 
the National Industrial Conference 
board, said yesterday, in explana- 
tion of why women in business on 
the whole earn less than men. 

Most young women quit business 
when they marry, and hence do 
not look forward to promotion as 
eagerly as young men do, or stay 
on the job long enough to be pro 
moted, Dr. Alexander pointed out. 
Married women, as a rule, work 
mainly to help out the family ex- 
chequer, and hence do not consider 
their job as a thing of prime im- 
portance in their life, he said. His 
conclusions follow a study just 
completed by the research staff of 
the conference board.
